erroneous spelling of a word is frequently discovers 
at the first glance, from its unusual appearance onl} 
and before time has been allowed to examine it i] 
detail. Hence it is, that the most easy and expedition 
mode of teaching orthography, is that of exercise 
written on slates or paper by pupils, as dictated t\ 
them from books. This practice, among the carelesi 
and inattentive, (a class not the least numerous^) i 
the only efficient one; for it brings their errors s( 
repeatedly under review, as to convince them thai 
industry is less troublesome than perpetual blundering 
Yet notwithstanding this practice is of such indispen- 
sable use in an English school, it is not always 
crowned with entire success. The plan is not pur- 
sued to the extent, and some of the best purposes to 
which it is applicable, are lost to the learner. A more 
expanded view of the subject is now before the public; 
in which its application to Composition, as well as to 
Orthography, is recommended to the notice of the

Words of many syllables, being frequently com- 
pounded of shorter words, prepositions, terminations 
and other additional syllables, are omitted, because 
the spelling of such words is much better learned b} 
dictating.
